Gen. Pearson Arrested for Morder.

Prrrssvnoeun, September 27, —Quitea
sensation was occasioned in this dity to-
day in consequence of the arrest of Gen.
A, L. Pearson on the charge of Murder
growingout of the riots which occurred
here on July Zlst and 28nd.

General Pearson had commuand of all
the troops brought here to suppress the
strike on the Pennsylvania railroad
against thedouble header trains, Among
these were the troops of General Brin-
ton's division which arrived on Batur-
day morning, the 21st of July.

In the afternoon of that day General
Brinton's command were ordered out to
the 25th street crossing to clear the
crowds away, The collislon oecurred,
during which some twenty citizens were

killed, Amoug these wag Nicholas
Stoppel,  Residing on Twenty-eighth
slreet, -

When the Philadelphia troops fired he
was sitling on his own doorstep, and
wiis plerced by a bollet, the wound caus-
ing his death in a few hours, On the
1st of Beptemaber o son of decensed made
information before Mayor M'Carthy,
charging General Pearson with murder,
the information seiting forth that the
corhmand to fire had been given by him,

Shortly after the commitment General
Pearson’s counsel applied to Judge
Kirkpatrick, of the criminal court, fora
writ of habascs porpue, wlileh the courd
formally granted and was made returna-
ble at twelve o'cloek. At that hour Gen.
Pearson appeared in court with his
counsel, but owing to the sbsence of
Bloppel and other witnesses for the com-
monwealth the hearing: wis adjourned
until three o'vlock, At that hour the
court room was crowded to suffocation
and the court announced jts readiness to
proceed. :

The distriet ntiorney called the prose-
cutor, Stoppel, nnd one other witness,
and informed the eourt thet these wore
the only wiinesses that eould be found.
After tuking the testimony of Stoppel,
who gdmitted that e had made the lo.
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formntlon on the evidende of other par
tles, be Leing absent, the court fixed the
bail at 210,000 for anvther hearing on
Haturday, and the amonnt belngspeadily
furnished General Pearson was releasid.

OUR WASHINGTON LETTER.

Wasmxoror, D. C,, Bept, 26th, 1877.

Yesterday mormniong about 11.25 A. M., a
fire alarm was sounded, and in a very short
timo it was known throughout the city that
tho Patent Office was on five, Every effort
was mude to extinguish the flames, but
without avail, and in a few hours the model
room was swept mote than half clean of its
contents by the devouring fire. It broke
out in the top or attic story, the floor of
which was the only one in the whole
immense building, but what was fire-proof,
and which soon burnt through into the
room where were stored all the thousands
of models that have collected for the last
forty years. In 1880 the Patent Office was
burnt with all the models which were then
in existence. IHow the fire originated yes-
terday is not known, but there are various
theories concerning it. The general alarm
was soutded ball au bour after it was dis-
covered, and fo & few minutes after, the
Georgetown engines came to the nssistance
of the Capital fire force. Then Baltimore
was tolegraphed and bher engloes arrived in
half an hour more. There was work for
them all to do, for, slthongh the stroets are
wide, the Leat was so intense that the sur-
rounding squares were only saved by & con-
stant play of water upon them. The fire
was scarcely under coutrol when = livery
stabie in an adjolning square was discover-
ed to be burning, and the uttention of some
halfl n dogen wore engines were turned
upon it, but when hay begios to bum it
ien't oasy to stop it The fisst wall —of
brick, and supported on cither side by
other buildings — alone was saved. The
horses were gll gotten out, but the ecar-
ringes were lost.

Tho city was & scene of intense exoite-
ment which died away ouly at the ap-
proach of nightfall. Severnl porscas were
burt, but as yet I bave bheard of no fatal
aecidents. This morning crowds . are
thronging toses the ruins and in my next
letter 1 can give n much clearer account of
the whole matter thun at presont fs possi-
ble.
